LONG SESSION FOR THE CANADIANS. 


Parliament at Toronto Discusses Mani- 
teba School Bill fer 138 Hours 
Without a Break. 


Toronto, Ont., April 11.—[Special.]—An Ot- 
tawa dispatch says: Parliament has been 
in continuous session since Monday after- 
noon on the Maniteba schools remedial bill, 
and at midnight, when the House adjourned 
until Monday morning, the session had last- 
ed 138 hours, which is by far the longest con- 
tinuous session in the record of the Cana- 
dian Parliament, noted as it is for long 
drawn out sittings. There is nothing in the 
Constitution to prevent Parliament sitting 
on Sunday, but it is not thought that Sir 
Charles Tupper, who leads the government, 
will ask the House to sit on the Sabbath day. 
Tupper has been very little in the House for 
the last two days, but his followers are car- 
rying out his instructions. 

Fair progress was made with the bill dur- 
ing the week, and the only delay caused was 
in the early hours of the morning; when it 
was moved that the committee rise or when 
Tupper himself started a discussion in the 
Chamber, as he frequently does. 

The members, exhausted by this continu- 
ous session, are in a condition that finds vent 
in sudden quarrels and asperities.

Burke Roche“ Queer Libel Suit. 

Burke Roche's extraordinary libel suit, of 
which I have heretofore given you the pre- 
liminary details, seems certain to become a 
noted case, and may definitely determine 
whether a divorce secured by the wife of a 
British citizen, although herself a foreigner, 
has any validity in Great Britain, even to 
the degree, which is the point involved in the 
case, that the mere statement that the hus- 
band has been divorced constitutes a libel. 
Burke Rothe has laid the venue of trial in 
London instead of in Dublin, where the al- 
leged libel was published in Redmond’s 
daily Independent, and he déclares that his 
wife will come from New York as a witness 
in his behalf.

upon the troubled waters of diplomacy. The 


report of the evacuation of Kassala has been 

denied in Rome. The British ma- 
néuvers in the Nile Valley continue at a 
leisurely pace, the lines to Akashah being 
gradually strengthened, and droves of camels 
for transport being slowly collected. The 
revolt in Matabeleland apparently can be 
suppressed without British reinforcements. 
If the uprising of the Matabeles were more 
formidable the British public could easily 
endure the strain, since there would be a 

for increasing the garrison of reg- 
ulars and bringing something besides moral 
pressure to bear upon the Transvaal. 

Mr. Chamberlain is not making much 
progress in dealing with President Kruger. 
The Boers appear to be playing for high 
stakes—namely, the revocation of the treaty 
clause depriving them of the control of for- 
eign alliances. Meanwhile members of the 
reform committee, the wealthiest men in 
Johannesburg, are committed for trial on a 
charge of high treason, and the general man- 
ager of the De Beers company at Kimberley 
is held for illegally conveying arms into the 
Transvaal. Possibly these suspects may be 
regarded as hostages for securing the con- 
viction of Jameson and his associates in 
London, 

News from the Orient tending to confirm 
the report of the cession of Port Arthur to 
Russia is received with amazing apathy, 
markedly in contrast with ths profound im- 
pression caused last autumn by the Times’ 
prophetic disclosures of the secret treaty 
with China. Africa alone seems to fascinate 
the English imagination; the vast increase 
of the Czar's authority over the Sultan's 
councils and the advance of Russia in the far 
Bast pass unnoticed. 

Program for Parliament. 

Parliament has reopened with empty 
benches, and with nothing more exciting 
than votes on supply and ministerial snubs 
to inquisitive bores during the question hour, 
The Irish land bill which is announced for 
Monday will divide the remainder of the 
session with the education bill. Both meas- 
ures will involve prolonged discussion over 
details in committee, No -Irish land bin 
ever makes rapid progress, and the teachers’ 
conference at Brighton has shown that pro- 
fessional educators stand ready to prompt 
the Liberals in opposing a measure which 
threatens to hand over the control of the 
schools to amateur talent recruited from the 
county councils, The so-called Warmer's 
relief measures, like the light railways and 
diseased animals bills, ‘will have to wait their 
turn. Their fate is not important since no- 
body assumes to believe that they will be of 
material aid to the farmers. The Standard 
wel] says: 

No one pretends that it lies within the 
power of statesmanship to restore prosper- 
ity to an interest the condition of which is 
described in the Queen’s speech as disas- 
trous beyond any recent experience,“ 

This summary of the effects of half a cen- 
tury of free trade on English agriculture 
may be commended to the attention of 
American farmers. 

‘Hurt by American Tariff. 

Another point which has a direct bearing 
upon American politics is the satisfaction 
expressed in England over the prospect of 
an extraordinary surplus which the Chan- 


.celler ot the Exchequer will reveal in his 


budget speech. It will not relieve the tax- 
payers, because he will be compelled to ask 
authority for spending £100,000,000 mainly 
for national defense, but the surplus taken 
in connection with the official exhibits of im- 
proving trade is regarded as an unerring sign 
of the return of good times. Time has been 
when there was a surplus in the Washington 
Treasury with good trade throughout the 
Union, but that was before the tariff was 
modified to meet the requirements of Brad- 
ford and other centers of British manufact- 
uring. The Economist refers today to the 
depressed condition of the tinplate trade in 
South Wales, where wages have been re- 
duced, but it has been found impossible to 
keep the works going. The Economist ad- 
mits that fully one-half of the American 
trade has been lost and that the remainder 
will also go if any change is made in the 
American tariff. This deeline in the Welsh 
tinplate trade with the United States, when 
measured in pig iron, involves a loss of 
orders for 220,000 tons. 
Discuss the Treloar Bill. 

The Copyright Association, of which Sir 
John Lubbock is Chairman, has not consid- 
ered it expedient or necessary to take action 
respecting the Treloar bill. The text of the 
proposed measure has been printed for the 
use of the committee, and the subject has 
been quietly discussed, but the members of 
that body have agreed that it is a matter 
which can safely be left to the American 
sense of justice and fair play, without special 
pleading from English authors and publish- 
ers. The latter, having also discussed the 
subject and critically examined the text of 
the bill, have reached a similar conclusion. 
The Authors’ Society has not acted on the 
question nor shown any interestinit. These 
bodies unite in interpreting the bill as a 
revocation of the copyright act of 1891. Its 
passage will be regarded by English pub- 
lishers and authors as a long step backward, 
but they do not believe it will be taken. 

As matters stand, the American author 
may obtain copyright in England for forty- 
two years by having a few copies of his work 
sold there simultaneously with its publica- 
tion in the United. States. The English 
author cannot have copyright in the United 
States unless his book is manufactured there 
as well as published simultaneously. The 
conditions existing are considered unfair, 
and if the Treloar bill be enacted no foreign 
author can obtain copyright in the United 
States otherwise than through the assign- 
ment of his interest to a citizen of that 
country. The feeling among English au- 
thors and publishers is that copyright under 
a system of assignment would cease to be 
private property under the owner's control, 
and that all that has been gained for moral- 
ity and justice under the President's proc- 
— following the act of 1891 would be 
ost. 

They are not passing resolutions on the 
subject nor writing letters to the daily news- 
papers, for they are reluctant to believe the 
American Congress will revoke existing 
copyright arrangements and order a return 
to the old system of licensed piracy. 

Some Alleged Bad Points. 

F. R. Doldy, the Secretary of the Copy- 
right Association, tells me there is no ex- 
citement among English publishers and au- 
thors over the bill and no disposition to in- 
fluence the course of American legislation 
by intemperate appeals or protests. It is 
an American question and Englishmen have 
nothing to do with it in the legislative stage, 
but it is also a moral question and English- 
men have not lost faith in the American 
sense of justice. The Treloar bill, in his 
judgment, contains some excellent pro- 
visions, but the principle that copyright can 
be granted only to a citizen of the United 
States cannot be reconciled with the author’s 
inherout right to the literary property cre- 
ated by him. He thinks foreign authors 
cannot with dignity or safety avail them- 
selves of the privilege of assigning their 
rights to American. citizens who may be 
empowered to obtain copyright under the 
proposed measure. He also emphasizes the 
point that the extension of the requirement 
of home manufacture to photographic nega- 
tives, engraved plates, and other material 
for the illustration of books will tend to 
Promote the production of inferior work for 
the American market. Mr. Doldy is most 
explicit in condemning the bill as a retro- 
grade measure which will tnvolve the can- 
celation of all existing copyright arrange- 
ments with the United States, but forecasts 
its defeat with confidence. 


15 All Other Questions Ignored. 
other American questions are in the 
background.

Teo pay Bicycle Accidents, 

The series ‘of bicycle accidents in English 
cities has caused a renewal of the agitation 
against this popular form of recreation. An 
elderly man was run down and killed near 
Hyde Park corner by a cart moving in the 
opposite direction; a clergyman’s daughter 
had a narrow escape from death in Retford, 
a boy, losing control of his wheel on a steep 
grade, dashed into a shop window and was 
seriously Injured, and many other accidents 
are reported, the ordinary cause being lack 
of nerve in a sudden emergency when the 
roadway is crowded with yehicles. While it 
is seldom easy to determine whether the 
cyclist is careless or the driver who runs him 
down is reckless, it is safe to assume that 
only cool and experienced wheelmen ought 
to ride in crowded Lendon thoroughfares.

Wholesale Murder of Infants. 

A sensational arrest has been made at 
Reading of a woman named Dyer and her 
son-in-law, Palmer, charged with murder- 


ing a number of infants. The bodies of six 


children, who had apparently been strangled 
to death, have been recovered from the 
Thames, into which they were thrown, 
weighted with rocks. It is added that letters 
were found at the woman’s house showing 
that many of the parents with whom she and 
her supposed accomplice had dealings were 
aware of the fate intended for the infants. 
These letters were from persons im all classes, 
of society. The Coroners have been puzzled 
at the recovery of so many bodies from the 
Thames between Wapping and Battersea, 
but up to the present the authors of these 
mysterious murders could not be traced. 
Seventeen children are known to have been 
committed to the care of Mrs, Dyer and her 
son-in-law, Palmer, since Christmas. Of 
these seventeen the whereabouts of only four 
can be ascertained by the authorities. 


Four Royal Betrothals. 

Four royal betrothals are impending—that 
of Prince Albert of Flanders to the second 
daughter of Archduke Carl Ludwig of Aus- 
tria; that of Prince Christian of Denmark to 
Princess Paulin, daughter of the King of 
Wtirtemberg; that of Prince Albert of Saxe- 
Coburg-Gotha to Princess Fedora of Saxe- 
Meiningen; and finally, that of King Alex- 
ander of Servia to Princess Marie of Greece.

“Are you apprehensive as to the out- 
come?’

Ballington Booth Was Not Removed. 

He said it was not true that Ballington 
Booth was removed and did not know he 
would receive another appointment after 
leaving this country.

In the alley between Cottage Grove ave- 
nue and Prairie avenue, north of Twenty- 
second street, there are piles of garbage 
and ashes on the paved alley; where there 
are boxes they are overflowing.

When the box is 
so full that the lid will not close they take 
a little out. The bottom of the box is full 
of decayed garbage, which the warm weather 
will render very offensive. The janitor had

Between Twenty-second and Twenty-third 
streets and Michigan and Indiana avenues 
the alley is filthy. There is a dead dog in a 
manure box. 

In Twenty-fifth street I.traced a wagon to 
the blind alley between Michigan aud In- 
diana avenues. I found the scavenger had 
taken garbage from the box and scattered 
it all over the alley. 

The entire alley under the L“ road is in a 
terrible condition. It is piled high with all 
sorts of filth, old furniture, mattresses, rub- 
bish, garbage, and ashes. In some alleys a 
slight attempt has been made to clean some 
boxes, but in other alleys nothing has been 
done since March 4. The residents in these 
alleys say they have sent repeated com- 
plaints to the Street and Alley Bureau, but 
the Huth is still there. 


MARCUS KAVANAUGH MADE COLONEL.

At Marseilles Mr. Waller says hawas con- 
fined in damp room, infected with vermin, 
and the food was horrible. 

From Marseilles Mr. Waller was sent to

UNION CARPENTERS FIND: A TARTAR. 


John Barry of Lake View Resents In- 
terference with Heavy Tim- 
ber and a Revolver. 


Fifteen union carpenters did some active 
missionary work yesterday afternoon with 
a non-union force employed by John Barry 
in building a house at No. 1146 Otto street, 
Lake View. Mr. Barry lives at the corner 
of North Fifty-ninth and Robey streets and 
when he concluded to build another house 
he neglected, it seems, to make arrange- 
ments with the Carpenters’ Union. 

Representatives of union labor concluded 
that work had gone far enough on Mr. Bar- 
ry’s new house yesterday and appeared 
there in force to convince him that the only 
proper way to ‘build & house was to hire 
union workmen to do it.

Seeing that reason and t were fu- 
tile the union men attacked Mr. Barry and 
his workmen with fists, bricks, and cluos 
to convince them that union labor has rights 
that must be respected. Mr. Barry met the 
proposition with a two-by-four scantling 
which he used so energetically that his as- 
sailants could not gain any advantage from 
their numbers. 

William Little, one of Barry's workmen, 
did not fare so well. Several men set upon 
him at once and beat him badly. To save 
himself worse injury Little drew a revolver 
and kept his persecutors at bay until a po- 
liceman came to the rescue and hostilities 
ceased. The policeman after sizing up the 
situation carefully arrested Little for car- 
rying concealed weapons. 

No othérsarrests were made by the police- 
man and his official encouragement of the 
methods used by the attacking party had 
more effect on Little than their blows. He 
is going to join the union as soon as he gets 
out of the police station.

WOMAN AND BOY KILLED BY A JAP. 


It Is Thought by the Police He Is 
“The Strangler.” 

Denver, Colo., April 11.—[Special.]—Oaki, 
a Japanese cook employed for the last two 
years by Mrs. Minnie Miller, quarreled 
with her 12-year-old nephew, Willie Trues- 
dell, today and stabbed him to death.

The po- 
lice have discovered that Oaki, at the time 
of the stranglings on Market street, was a 
resident of that quarter and a friend of Kiki 

who wa one morning found with a 
towel tied about her neck. i was investi- 
gated at the time, but the police allowed 
themselves to be diverted from that theory 
by other clews. 

After the murder of Mrs. Miller the Jap

Chairman Harrity Pleased. 

Chairman Harrity, unanimously called on 
to respond, said: 

Our official and personal visits to Chicago 
have been of the most pleasant and satis- 
factory character. There is every evidence 
that the people of Chicago, irrespective of 
party, but, I may say, the Democratic party 
particularly, are trying to make the duties 
of the commiftee as light as possible. There 
is a disposition on the part of the public- 
spirited men of Chicago to give the Demo- 
cratic party an opportunity to hold its 
convention in the finest hall in the country 
and under the most favorable circumstances.

One thing is sure, that we are 
not going to win unless we can persuade a 
lot of our fellows that are off that they are 
off and bring them into line.“ 


John I. Martin In Chosen. : 

John I. Martin of St. Louis was by unan- 
imous vote of the subcommittee of the Na- 
tional Democratic committee selected as 
Sergeant-at-Arms of the national conven- 
tion, This was done early yesterday morn- 
ing. Mr. Martin was on hand, and at once 
entered on the duties incident to the office. 

John 8. Cooper of Chicago would probably 
have been selected had he lived in any city 
other than Chicago. The -subcommittee 
liked Cooper immensely, but didn’t want to 
take a Sergeant-at-Arms from Chicago, be- 
cause of local pressure in the way of ap- 
pointments. 

After disposing of the Sergeant-at-Arms to 
everybody’s satisfaction the committee went 
down to the Coliseum and looked the building 
over. Mr. Harrity said the conditions and 
possibilities suited the committee to a nicety. 
The hall would be a good one, and could not 
fail to meet the approval of the committee 
and the public as well. The architects have 
materially changed the plans for the seating 
capacity of the house. It will accommodate 
15,000 people, and Col. Prather says it wil] 
be the best convention hall of which he has 
any knowledge. 

In the afternoon it was resolved that the 
appointment of Assistant Sergeant-at-Arms, 
doorkeepers, ushers, etc., should be made 
by the Sergeant-at-Arms, and with the ad- 
vice and consent of the full committee. 


Financial Matters. 


The sum of $40,000 has been guaranteed to 
the committee as a contribution for the 
expenses. of the convention. A check for 
$10,000 of this amount was handed Mr. Har- 
rity yesterday, $10,000 will. be given him 
about May 1, and the remaining $20,000 will 
be forthcoming as the committee needs the 
money. The committee is perfectly satis- 
fied with the financial arrangements, and 
made terms therefore to suit its own conven- 
lence. The committee adjourned to May 1. 

Mr. Harrity took the evening limited for 
Philadelphia. Before leaving the Palmer 
House he, in common with the other com- 
mitteemen from outside of Illinois, took oc- 
casion to compliment the Chicagoans on 
their enterprise and zeal in meeting with,the 
requirements of the Democratic organiza- 
tion. Col. Prather and John I. Martin went 
to St. Louis at midnight. 

John I. Martin, the Sergeant-at-Arms of 
the Democratic National convention, is a 
Missourian bred and born, He is in his 48th 
year, prominent in politics and at the bar. 
When a young man he drove a dray in St. 
Louis, but by force of character and will 
power achieved successes of which any man 
could well afford to be proud. 

He was six years in the Missouri Legisla- 
ture and the Speaker. of the House of the 
Twenty-eighth General Assembly. He is 
among the foremost members of the St. 
Louis bar and has participated in many of 
the most important trials in Missouri during 
the last fifteen years. He has been Presi- 
dential Elector for Missouri and filled all 
manner of honorary offices. He was the 
Captain of the famous Shaw Guards, and 
has held executive positions without num- 
ber in fraternal societies, of which he is a 
valued member. 

Everybody in Missouri knows John I. Mar- 
tin, and his qualifications for the office to 
which he has been elected are of the highest 
order. He will make a good officer, and all 
his friends will rejoice over the compliment

INFLUENCED BY KLATTKE MURDERS. 


Bearing of a Chicago Tragedy Upon the 
Minechell Murders at Pentwater. 
Kalamazoo, Mich., April 11.—[Special.]— 


That the tragedy of Feb. 6 at No. 27 Berteau 
avenue, Chicago, in which Richard Klattke 


committe suicide after he had killed his 
entire family, influenced S. B. Minchell to 
his horrible work at Pentwater Thursday 
night is proven by a letter from Minchell to 
H. F. Cornell, a general insurance agent of 
this city. Minchell was in Chicago that day, 


where he had gone to look up a position with 


a recommentation from Cornell. The day 
after the murders the latter received a letter 
which was full of the affair and which 
showed it had made a deep impression on 
Minchell’s mind. In fact, Minchell openly 


declared he believed Klattke had chosen the 


wisest course in delivering his family from 
poverty to death and that he believed it was 
a good way to treat similar cases. nchell 
had several times before told Cornell and 
other Kalamazoo people of his troubles with 
Lumberman Sands. Mr. Cornell at once 
answered the letter, advising Minchell never 
to think of such a thing as murder or sui- 
cide and promising to help Minchell to his 
feet again. The latter was in the city last 
Monday and said he was going to bring 
Sands to time. * ' 

Pentwater, Mich., April 11.—The Coroner’s 
jury in the inquest over the remains of the 
members of the Minchall family reached a 
verdict today. The conclusion is that the 
mother and the three children were shot by 
the father, who then shot himself, and that 
he also inflicted fatal wounds upon W. B. O. 
Sands. The funerals of the entire Minchall 
family will be held tomorrow.

NEWS OF THE RAILWAYS. 


Two-Cent Mileage Tickets and Party 
Rates Out of Danger. 


Danger no longer exists that the commer- 
cial travelers will be deprived of the privilege 
of buying mileage tickets at two cents a 
mile or that theatrical companies will have 
to pay full fare. This much was determined 
at a meeting of the executive officers and 
General Passenger Agents of the Western 
roads in Chairman Caldwell’s office yester- 
day. 

For several weeks past both the Western 
and Eastern roads have been considering 
propositions to either abolish thé sale of 
mileage and party rate tickets or to sur- 
round their sale with such safeguards as to 
prevent scalpers from manipulating them. 
The proposition of stopping the sale of re- 
duced rate tickets has never been seriously 
considered; but the attorneys of some of the 
roads held that a rate cannot be made for 
theatrical parties that is not granted to every 
ohter party under similar conditions. Some 
of the roads were so determined to stop the 
sale of party rate tickets that they were 
willing to also stop the salè of party tickets 
to theatrical parties, but other roads would 
rather continue to seil party tickets to every- 
body than ruin their theatrical business. 

The General Passenger Agents at their 
meeting last Friday having utterly failed to 
come to any agreement either as regards the 


sale of mileage or party rate tickets, the. 


executive officers met with them yesterday 
to see if some satisfactory conclusion could 
not be reached. All the managers agreed 
that it would be foolhardy to attempt to 
abolish the sale of mileage tickets to com- 
mercial travelers at two cents a mile or to 
stop selling reduced rate tickets to theatri- 
cal parties, baseball clubs, and traveling 
amusement companies. The upshot of the 
whole thing would be, it was believed, the 
enactment of laws by the Legislatures in the 
various Western States fixing the maximum 
passenger rate in those States at two cents 
per mile. To prevent such hostile legislation 
it Was deemed imperatively necessary to 
make reasonable concessions to comynercial 
travelers and theatrical parties. 

Among the propositions made was one to 
issue a five-thousand mile ticket and have 
the purchaser’s photograph pasted thereon 
so that an unauthorized party could not use 
it. A majority of the roads, however, 
contended that a 2,000-mile ticket is what 
the commercial travelers wanted, unless it 
was possible to issue an interchangeable 
5,000-mile ticket good over all the roads. 
The proposition that finds most favor is to 
place the issue of mileage tickets under the 
control of the Chairman of the Western 
Passengér Association and treat the busi- 
ness the same as is now being done with the 
clergymen’s half-fare permits. The Chair- 
man, it is believed, would be able to prevent 
the manipulation of the tickets by scalpers. 
As regards theatrical tickets many of the 
roads think they can be issued without the 
necessity of granting the same privilege to 
everybody, as the conditions and circum- 
stancse between tickets to amusement par- 
ties and tickets for parties drummed up by 
scalpers are not alike and a violation of the 
law could therefore not be established. 

Another joint meeting of executive officers 
and General Passenger Agents will be held 
Monday to give further consideration to 
those subjects. 


HUNTINGTON HAD OPPOSITION. 
Crocker, Searles, and Leland Interests 
Could Have Elected Gen. Hubbard. 

San Francisco, Cal., April 11. At the an- 
nual election of officers by the directors of the 
Southern Pacific company there was an op- 
position to C. P. Huntington for the Presi- 
dency, which is looked upon as the beginning 
of a fight against him. The two directors 
who represent the Stanford estate voted fér 
Gen. Thomas H. Hubbard of New York for 
President. William Crocker refused to vote 
for Huntington. Gen. Hubbard admits he 
was urged by Mrs. Stanford to become a 
candidate for thé Presidency, but refused. 
Mrs. Stanford is said to have expressed the 
belief that if the Stanford, Crocker, and 
Searles interests could have upited on Gen. 
Hubbard he would have been @lected.

HENRY VILLARD MAKES ANSWER. 


Parchased Four Millions of Northern 
Pacifie Bonds and Paid Cash. 

New York, April 11.—In his answer to the 
complaint in the suit of the Northern Pacific 
and Manitoba raliroad company against him 
for an accounting Henry Villard denies 
that he acted as agent of the company in fhe 
sale of its bonds, and by the production of his 


correspondence with the complainant com- 
pany seeks to show that fie purchased §4,- 
000,000 of its $5,260,000 first mortgage bonds 
outright, for which, as alleged in his answer, 
he paid in full, whiie the Temainder were 
neither sold nor bought by him. As regards 
the $650,000 terminal bonds, for which an 
accounting is also asked, his answer is that 
he never received them for sale, but that they 
were paid to the firm of Becker, Howell & 
Co., as part consideration under a contract 
between them and the complainant for the 
completion of its roads and terminal im- 
provements.

The 
belief is growing that the only way to settie the 
whole matter will be to take it into the courts 
and have a judicial decision defining the rights 
of the two classes of securities. There is now 
seemingly no hope of carrying through the plan 
for reorganization which met with the approval 
of the syndicate which was to underwrite the 
assessment on the stock. The men who compose 
this syndicate have given notice that they will 
not hold their offer open for any definite.Jengrth 
of time. There is a probability of this offer be- 
ing withdrawn unless it is accepted within the 
next few days. Altogether there seems less prob- 
ability of a peaceful settlement now than there

| PRIVATE ALLEN HELD FOR MURDER. 


March 320, 

James D. Allen was held to the Federal 
grand jury yesterday by Commissioner 
Mark A. Foote on a charge of murder.

PRESIDENT AND THE CUBAN QUESTION. 

It is stated from Washington that the dis- 
patch which has appeared in Tun TURN 
and other Chicago papers setting forth that 
the President has offered to mediate be- 
tween Spain and Cuba is erroneous and 
has not been anthenticated by the State 
Department. It is to be hoped the state- 
ment is correct and that the President has 
not deliberately ignored the Congressional 
resolutions and adopted the absurd and 
impractical policy of using his friendly 
offices to secure mediation. 

It is specially to be hoped no such dis- 
patch has been sent, because it would be a 
most unfortunate conclusion for the Presi- 
dent to reach. It would be unfortunate 
because such a policy would be based upon 
the precedent of Gen. Grant’s policy when 
he was under the baleful influence of Sec 
retary Fish, twenty-six years ago. Grant's 
better judgment was overruled and in some 
mysterious way was reversed by Fish. 
Instead of carrying out his policy of active 
intervention in the interests of Cuban in- 
dependence he- was ‘induced by Fish to 
mediate between Spain and Cuba. As the 
outcome of this media tion Spain agreed 
to ameliorate the condition of Cuba, to 
,grant her more liberal trade privileges, to 
relax her restrictions, and, in a word, to 
concede to Cuba something like home rule. 
The Cubans, who had been fighting for ten 
years, accepted Fish's intervention and 


laid down their arms. 


What was the result? They were de- 
ceived. Spain was treacherous, and gave 
the Cubans only the skeleton of what she 
had promised, Overtaxation went on with 
renewed activity. Out of.a total of 26 
millions of taxes only $750,000 was used 
for Cuban purposes. The rest went to 
Spain. Spain not only violated her prom- 


ses, but she squeezed the Cubans harder 


than ever. After waiting twenty years or 
more the patience of the Cubans was ex- 
hausted. They revolted again, because 
they had no hope, and the new revolution 
is more desperate than the last one. Then 
Spain sent 40,000 troops and a few vessels. 
Now, in about a year’s time, she has sent 
125,000 men and a formidable fleet. Itisa 
bitter fight, and Spain thus far has the 
worst of it. 

At this juncture Congress in both 
branches has passed resolutions in favor of 
conceding belligerent rights and requesting 
the President to use his friendly offices in 
the interests of Cuban independence. It 
was first reported that Secfetary Olney had 
played the réle of Fish in inducing the Pres- 
ident to pay no attention to the resolutions, 
and again that it was the President who 
had overridden the Cabinet. If the latter 
statement be true he is taking a serious re- 
sponsibility. He is doing what Grant was 
overpersuaded to do. It would be a most 
disastrous precedent for Mr. Cleveland to 
follow. The first time this country was de- 


eelved it was Spain’s fault. If this country 


s deceived again it would be its own fault, 
and the odium would fall upon the Cleve- 
land administration. 

If Gen. Grant had been let alone, and 
Fish had kept away with his sinister ad- 
vice, he would have liberated Cuba. It was 
in him to do it, and he had the American 
people behind him. There were then plenty 
of men and of vessels Cuba would have 
been free under American protection or 
would have been a State in the Union if she 
had so wished. She would have had free 
trade with the United States, selling us a 
hundred millions of her products which we 
need, while we would have sold her a like 
nmount in manufactured goods and agri- 
cultural products, and under the impulse 
of American capital her resources would 
have been wonderfully developed. 

The Fish-Grant precedent is one which 
should be avoided. It would be a con- 
temptuous refusal of the wishes of Congress 
and of the people and disastrous to the in- 
terests of this country. It is to be hoped 
the Cuban question will not end that way 
through the fatuous influences of any Fish 
now. 


BICYCLES AND JACKSON STREET. 

Boodle Aldermen are seeking to sell to a 
street railroad corporation the only free 
east-and-west street left which traverses 
the business district and which can be 
used for bicycle and social travel by resi- 
dents of the West and South Divisions or 
by other Chicagoans. How much boodlers 
are to get for their corrupt votes is not 
publicly known. Some of thém may re- 
ceive as much as two or three thousand 
dollars. The cheaper ones may have sold 
their votes and their constituents for ten 
to twelve hundred apiece. 

But the value to the people of what these 
corrupt rascals propose to give away to a 
grasping corporation is inestimable. It 
can hardly be measured by millions. When 
Chicagoans once come to understand what 
the effect would be of the passage of the 
“Central Electric” Jackson street ordi- 
nance over a veto of Mayor Swift they will 
mark for political death every man who 
may have had anything to do with it. 

One street after anotherin the heart of the 
city has been sold to the railroad companies. 
At present the only street connecting the 
South and West Side Park systems which 
ean be used for social travel is Jackson 
street. There the tens of thousands of 
bicyclists can get along safely and comfort- 
ably. As long as that street and its wide, 
splendid bridge remain free and unobstruct- 
ed the boys and girls and the young men and 
women who take pleasure in a most health- 
ful and enjoyable form of exercise will have 
perfect facilities for getting from one park 
of the great system and city to another. 

The bicyclist starting from Garfield or 
Douglas Park can follow the boulevard 
streets of the West Side eastward. He can 
cross the South Branch at the fine Jackson 
street bridge, and go on, uhobstructed by 
trains of street cars, to Michigan boulevard. 
Then he can turn northward to the Public 
Library or southward to the Art Institute 
or Auditorium. 

Continuing south along the smooth Mich- 
igan boulevard he can reach the South 


4 Parks. Then turning eastward to the lake 


and Jackson Park,. thence westward on 
the Hyde Park and Lake boulevard, which 
forms the outside connection of the two 
park systems, he can complete the grand 
circuit back to Garfield or to Hamboldt Park 
and return to his starting point: And this 
grand exercise for tens of thousands of 
young people! 

Take away Jackson street, from Michi- 
gan to Canal, petting the pe and he

via Jackson street and the West Side parks 
and boulevards? 

With Jackson street kept preserved for 
social and family vehicle use there will be 
two grand loops for the tens of thousands 
of wheelmen of all parts of the great city, 
with one side of each extending through the 
heart of Chicago. 

With Jackson street bartered away for 
bribes the . bicyclists can see where they 
will be. The immense West Division will 
be pretty much cut off from the others, 

The number of wheelmen in this city must 
already exceed 100,000. There are multi- 
tudes of thousands of them who are voters 
now and are able @ strike a blow at the 
polls at the treacherous boodlers who have 
sold out the people's social rights in this 
city.

ALDERMEN WHO HAD BETTER SUSTAIN 
THE VETO. 

Following is a list of the names of the Al- 
dermen who will have seats in the new 
Council Monday, and who voted last 
Wednesday for the Central Electric ordi- 
nance, selling out Jackson street from Canal 
to Michigan boulevard, including Jackson 
street bridge: i 


These are the Aldermen for the wheel- 
men to get after. They should organize at 
once, fall on those men, and threaten them 
with what they dread the most—banishment 
from the Council and its perquisites. Some 
of them go out in a year. They should be 
notified that if they do not vote straight now 


‘the wheelmen will be after them for the 


next twelve months, and will put a political 
end to them in April, 1897. 

If the bicyclists lose Jackson street now, 
they lose it forever. For a car track once 
down never comes up. If they lose that 
street they will be deprived for all time of a 
safe route through the city from park sys- 
tem to system. They will be able, starting 
at a West Side park, to get as far as the 
South Branch. There they will find their 
way barred. No bridge will be open to 
them. There will be no street which it will 
be safe or possible for them to use to get tq 
Michigan boulevard. They will have to 
turn around and retrace their steps. 

Thé wheelmen—women as well as men— 
must.wake up. This Jackson stre fight is 
their fight. If this ordinance should be 
passed over the Mayor’s veto they will learn 
in time what they have lost, and will sooner 
or later clean out the Aldermanic boodlers 
who sold the street. But that will not get 
the street back. So the bicyclists should 
spend tomorrow in laboring with the Alder- 
men. 


THE RISE IN WAGES MEASURED BY GOLD. 

The free silver demagogues tell the work- 
ingman that the gold standard is a bad one 
for him, and that he would fare much bet- 
ter if the silver standard were substituted 
for it. 

If the number of grains of gold paid tor a 
days work has been increasing steadily for 
a long period of years, then the workingman 
cannot find fanlt with the gold standard. 
For he gets more of that metal for the same 
number of hours’ work than he used to, and 
with the same number of grains he can buy 
much more of many commodities than be 
could. formerly. 

That gold wages have risen in this coun- 
try since 1880 appears from a statement of 
Commissioner Carroll D. Wright in the 
March bulletin of the Department of Labor. 
Mr. Wright, who is the best authority in 
the country on wage questions, says: 

If the aggregate wages paid in the manufac- 
turing and mechanical industries of the United 
States, as shown by the census of 1880, be divided 
by the total number of millions of employés to 
whom the wages were paid, the quotient will be 
347, thus determining the average wages paid to 
the employés in the manufacturing and mechan- 
ical industries of the oguntry as $347. 

Dividing the aggregate value of all the prod- 
ucts of manufacturing and mechanical industries 
by the number of employés engaged therein, the 
quotient is 1,965, showing that the average prod- 
duct per employé was $1,965. Now, $347 is 17.7 
per cent. of the gross value of the per capita 
product, as stated, leaving a balance, of course, 
of 82.8 per cent, or $1,618. The 82.8 per cent & 
the total product, or $1,618 per capita, covers all 
expenses of production, cost of materials, trans- 
portation, miscellaneous items, profit, deteriora- 
tion, interest, everything, in fact, which can be 
counted as cost of production other than wages. 

Taking the eleventh census, that for 1890, it is 
found that the value of the gross product per cap- 
ita for the number of employés engaged in man- 
ufacturing and mechanical industries was $2,204, 
and the average annual wages per employé, com- 
puted for 18090 as already computed for 1880, was 
$445. Of the total product per capita, 20.18 per 
cent went to labor, 56.08 per cent for materials 
and transportation, and 24.74 per cent to miscel- 
laneous expenses, salaries, interest, profits, etc. 

{The money is computed in gold or its equiva- 
lent both in 1880 and 1890, as specie payments 
were resumed in gold in 1878.] 

So it appears that while in 1880 the aver- 
age wages paid in gold to all classes of peo- 
ple, females and minors included; were $347 
per year, they were $445 in gold in 1890— 
or a gain of over 25 per cent in ten years, 
and for shorter hours in many cases. The 
16 to 1 free silverites are in the habit of as- 
serting that gold has appreciated in value. 
If that were so, as applied to human labor, 
then the wages of millions of working men 
and women would be lower in 1890 than in 
1880. But their wages show an increase 
of over $100 per capita for all of them, 
making a difference in their favor of sev- 
eral hundred millions of dollars in gold per 
year. 

The wages of 1896 are about the same as 
those of 1890, or a little higher. Wages 
on the gold basis advanced still higher dur- 
ing the Republican good times of 1891-92. 
"93, till the Democratic low tariff struck 
the country. Last year, 1895, a little of the 
loss in wages caused by that panic was re- 
covered. But the wages paid on the aver- 
age now are far higher than in 1879.80, 
both measured in gold. 

The man, woman, or minor engaged in 
manufacturing or mechanical industries 
gets on the average more than $100 per year 
higher’ pay for his labor than in 1880, and 
is paid in 100-cent gold value and not in 50- 
cent free silver silver dollars, as the 16 to 1 
cranks and knaves want wages paid in. 

It appears also from Mr. Carroll Wright's 


statement that the annual value of tire

Mr. J. Selwin Tait, the New York pub- 
lisher, has been brooding over the „ dark- 
ening fortunes of the native novelist of re- 


spectable tastes,” and has incubated a 


melancholy theory to the wien ros 8 
native ig being strangled t 

press is the odius Jack Ketch who is doing 
the job. In other words, the newspaper 
has become a sort of noose-paper which is 
afflicting the neck of the native novelist, 
and upon which the base Britisher is puil- 
ing with all his avoirdupois. 

As Mr. Tait is a humane man he natural- 
ly objects, and as he is a well-informed 
publisher he brings some startling facts to 
support his protest. As his facts are 
drawn from personal experience they are 
deserving of attention, whatever one may 
think of his conclusions. Having himself 
read a large number of manuscripts in the 
last five years, he has become convinced 
that the American author has just as much 


aptitude for novel-writing as the Bnglish | 


beginner, while he is less wordy and is 
quicker at getting to the pith and point of 
his subject. Believing the American's 
faults to be those of strength and not of 
weakness, and regarding him as altogether 
a wholesome institution, Mr. Tait thinks 
he does not deserve strangulation. Yet he 
sees some heavy influences dragging at the 
rope. | 

Foreign authors, it seems, are contribut- 
ing two-thirds of the presentable fiction 
published in this country. Conversely, our 
authors are contributing less than 1 per 
cent of the fiction published abroad. This 
fact Mr. Tait lays at the door of the news- 
papers and magazines. He says advertis 
ers are subsidizing the magazines with 
$2,000,000 annually, enabling 20,000,000 
copies to be sold at a third of the price 
possible without advertising patronage. 
This cuts into the heart of the Book trade. 

But Mr. Tait reserves his heaviest guns 
for the “sensational daily press,” which 
prints such large editions that the public 
has no time left to read anythingelse. This 
is sad, but there is a remedy, and Mr. Tait 
frankly states it. Let the press generally 
devote more space—and not the reviewing 
columns only—to domestic literature.” If 
this be done Mr. Tait is sure London’s im- 
primatur will no longer be omnipotent, and 
our American writers will cease going 
abroad, like California claret, to get a for- 
eign label. 

It is certainly true that publishers as a 
rule find more profit in foreign novels and 
are comparatively loath to issue native 
works, But when any man says this is 
largely the fault of the press he becomes 
a humorist. He whips the cart instead of 
the horse. The American people want 
newspapers and magazines, and the Amer- 
ican writers are giving them what they 
want. Mr. Tait’s complaint merely 
amounts to a quarrel with American read- 
ers for preferring unbound literature to that 
in boards and for turning native talent in 
that direction. Our literary energies, being 
those of the lusty youth rather than those 
of the cultured artist, are being coined into 
magazines and newspapers the best in the 
world, as even Mr. Tait cannot deny. 

What is the use of mourning over the fact 
that America is still young in art and has 
not yet had the leisured generations to form 
the three-volume novel habit? There 
should be no false sha in admitting thut 
America has no such group as Stevenson, 
Crockett, Barrie, Maclaren, Caine, Doyle, 
and Weyman. Does any one doubt that if 
Kipling had been born in America the broad 
arrow-mark of his genius could for one mo- 
ment have been hidden by that fact, or by 
the press, or by anything? 

No. America is not yet in a position 
either to place a prohibitive tariff on En- 
glish fiction or to appoint Mr. Tait a literary 
censor of the press in the interest of home 
industry. 


A NEW MATRIMONIAL ELEMENT. 

Something more than a mere coronet has 
been thrown into that American ring where 
Cupid stands as referee. Milan of Servia, 
after many trials in various occupations, 
military and monarchical, has at last set- 
tled upon a suitable profession—that of 
matrimonial agent. What the terms of his 
commission are is not announced; but those 
prevailing in Paris—5 per cent of all dow- 
ries up to 1,000,000 francs ($200,000) and 
3 per cent on all in excess of this—may be 
assumed as customary and likely to be in- 
sisted upon. His party of the first part is 
King Alexander of Servia, the actual reign- 
ing monarch of a realm which is to the rest 
of Europe about what Nevada is to the 
United States of America. The party of 
the second part is to be sought. in America, 
since it was officially announced no later 
than Monday that this ex-Majesty was com- 
ing to New York in the merry month of 
May, when a young man’s fancy lightly 
turns to thoughts of love, to secure a spouse 
for his son. 

Milan is going to an excellent market. 
He carries with him wares rather damaged 
and shopworn, but glittering withal. He 
will angle with a crown and bait it with a 
title. Since even a kinglet like Alexander 
the Worthless may not wed an untitled 
plebeian, his bride-elect is to be elevated to 
the nobility herself before the ceremony 
takes place. As Servian titles are not ex- 
ceedingly expensive it is likely there may 
be thrown in to make good measure 
large titles—like hospodar, or boyar, or 
something Slav—for the wife’s relations. 
These are springes to catch woodcock, but 
these birds, proverbially wary elsewhere, 
in New York roost within easy reach of the 
salt Milan is to carry thither for sprinkling 
purposes. 

Little is known of life in Servia, but it 
doubtless has its compensations. Among 
them may be reckoned the Queen of Rou- 
mania, a near neighbor, who has written 
plentifully in both prose and verse and 
could doubtless be induced to drop over of 
an eveniiig and read an unpublished poem 
or two. As she is known as the Amélie 
Rives of Europe this would be interesting. 


As for Alexander himself, he seems to 


have been intended by nature for a boodle 
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of which he complains removed from his 
estate and the Senate Committee on Com- 
merco has recommended that nothing be 
neglected to insure repose to Mr. Agassiz, 
even if this fog bell or other fog bells must 
be abandoned altogether. Other people 
joined Mr. Agassiz in his crusade and the 
result is a timely notice fo the Lighthouse 


Board that this reckless care for the lives ; 


of seamen must be abandoned. The board 
had the first opportunity to correct the evil, 
but dodged the issue by putting up screens 


and deflecting devices so that the sound of 


the fog bell should not be heard on land. 
But this shifty act proved futile, as Mr. 
Agassiz and his fellows were kept awake 
still, vainly trying to hear the sounds they 
were accustomed to, 

It is apparent this board has become 30 


rooted in its desire to warn ships of the 


perils of the coast that only some such 
drastic action as this of the Senate commit- 
tee will prove effective. No ordinary cor- 
rective can be expected to turn the board 
from this habit of catering to the safety of 
the seafaring man, not even if it imperils 
the slumbers of the dwellers along the coast. 
It is not known that Mr. Agassiz objects to 
mere lighthouses, and possibly they will be 
tolerated as long as they do not shine to- 
ward Jand or develop no more objectionable 
features than are now apparent. But it is 
too much to ask Newport to put up with the 
noise of fog bells, especially as their action 
is confined to foggy nights, which are the 
best kind of nights for sleep. 

Possibly it has not occurred to Mr. Agassiz 
that when the obnoxious bells are removed 
he and the others may be annoyed by 
wrecks, and the shouting of rescuing par- 
ties, and the innumerable noises that attend 
a ship disaster where lives are lost. This 
would prove quite as serious an obstacle to 
sleep, and it is not obvious how it can be 
definitely averted. Perhaps the Committee 
on Commerce can furnish protection again, 
and pass a law ordering all ships about to 
be wrecked to keep away from Newport. 


THE SHERIDAN ROAD. 

The Sheridan road has been improved 
from Lincoln Park to Edgewater. It has 
also been completed nearly all the way from 
Evanston to Fort Sheridan, but on the two- 
mile stretch which traverses Rogers Park 
nothing has been done as yet. The road 
is laid out, but it is simply a sandy, dusty 
street, which no one cares to travel on, 
The owners of the abutting property, some 
of them non-residents, have not felt in- 
clined to go to any expense. 


An election is to be held in Rogers Park | 


day after tomorrow which may result in 
the improvement of this portion of the 
Sheridan road now in such a wretched con- 
dition, and then this beautiful drive will 
be continuous to Fort Sheridan. A peti- 
tion was filed in the County Court last 
month, under the law passed at the last 
session of the Legislature, for the organ! 
zation of the North Shore Park District, 
to take in all that part of Rogers Park east 
of Ridge avenue. 

If at Tuesday’s election the majority of 
the votes cast are for the park district, then 
its Commissioners will assume control of 
that part of the Sheridan road which lies 
within their jurisdiction and improve it, as 
well as other streets which it may be 
thought advisable to make boulevards of. 
And, in addition, the Commissioners will 
establish a park on the lake shore. The 
property can be had on reasonable terms 
now, and it will cost a great deal nae a few 
years hence. 

The Rogers Park voters will 3 their 
own interests by organizing their park dis- 
trict now. The taxes will be low, but the 
general advance in value of property on ac- 


count of the improvements which will be. 


made will be very great. Looking at the 
matter purely from a business point of view, 
parks and boulevards are a ‘good invest- 
ment. 

As the organization of the park district in 
question will involve the supplying of this 
missing link in the Sheridan road, the peo- 
ple of Chicago, Evanston, and other places 
on the lake shore will be glad to see the 
petitioners come out ahead on Tuesday. 


MAN IN COMING CENTURIES. 

A writer in the Referee (London) re- 
vives the old theory of Malthus in an arti- 
cle suggesting some of the possibilities of 
human life in the distant future. He 
reaches the conclusion that the questions of 
food and fuel supply for a vastly increased 
population of the earth’s surface are likely 
to loom up into great practical importance 
in future centuries. It is possible that in 
the absence of great wars, and with a much 
improved knowledge of sanitary science, the 
human population of the globe will double 
in the course of less than two centuries, 
and that the demands for mechanical power 
will increase much faster than can be com- 
pensated by greater economy in the use of 
fuel. The exhaustion of the coal beds may 
be retarded by utilizing water falls and air 
currents in the atmosphere, the flow of riv- 
ers, and the rise and fall of water level in 
lakes and on the shores of oceans. 

The theory of ultimate menace to the 
world by a lack of food supply, however, 
has been exploded long since as groundless. 
It is tenable only on the assumption that the 
rate of increase in population will con- 
tinue in fature centuries to be as high as 
in the past. Students of social science 
have found this rate of increase is dimin- 
ishing gradually throughout the world by 
the measnre almost of a fixed law. As 
mankind increases in refinement, wealth, 
and luxury there is a corresponding tend- 
ency towards smaller families. The in- 
stinct of motherhood is chastened in woman 
by an appreciation of the responsibilities 
she assumes in bringing children into the 
world. Other influences more cértain and 
widespread have attended the march of 
civilization in producing a similar result, 
and in place of an average family of from 
six to twelve that once prevailed the aver- 
age today is below six and continuously fall- 
ing.

Literary Chicago will be unanimous in tts 
regret at the removal of the enterprising 
young publishing firm of Stone & Kimball 
to New York: The hundred or morte volumes 
published by these two Harvard chums.in 
the brief period since they began their Chi- 
cago enterprise have ranked among the best 
products of the publisher’s art anywhere in 
the world. The alert and dainty little Chap 
Book was so unique and successful that it 
almost instantly became the father of a 
brood of imitators now scattered from Bos- 
ton to San Francisco. And now the book 
plant and the Chap Book are off for New 
York in Mr. Kimball’s portmanteau. It is 
a pity. To be Sure, this infusion of real aft 
and freshness of ideas will do Gotham a 
world of good, and there is always comfort 
in doing good missionary work. But it is 
unkind to rob Chicago of the most distinct- 
ive literary and artistic enterprise it has 
thus far known. The fact, however, that 
Mr. Stone intends to remain in Chicago and 
found a new and larger literary magazine in- 
dicates his discernment of the true cause of 
this firm’s success—the existence, since the 
World's Fair era, of a permanent literary 
spirit in Chicago itself.

WHEAT BREAKS

port have the action.of the wheat market 
yesterday to cite in proof of their theory. 
On one of the most radically bullish April 
statements of winter wheat 3 — ever 
put out by the department at Washington 
May wheat broke from oe at the opening 
to 64%c just before the close, and the last 


low point. The fine weather and selling of 
July by the elevator people were the consid- 
erations rather than the government report, 
and the highest price of the day for May 
wheat was lower than the top price in the 
curb market on Friday night. If the govern- 
ment statement was a bullish influence at 
all it was at the opening, when the public 
cables showed advances abroad due to the 
report. Closing public cables quoted spot 
wheat in Liverpool % id higher and futures 
d higher. Later private cables indicat- 
» ed that some of the advance had been lost. 
The fine springlike weather was the princi- 
pal consideration not only in wheat, but in 
the coarse grain markets as well. 


Government Estimate Discounted. 

The fact is the effect of the government re- 
port has been discounted and the short inter- 
est in the market was eliminated before it 
was received. The data from. which it was 
compiled was gathered in the latter part 
of April, and the claim is that there has been 
marked improvement since that time in all 
parts of the winter wheat belt. On account 
of the eee at seeding time, unfavorable 
conditions during the winter, and a back- 
ward spring, the crop is about two weeks 
late. An April report on winter wheat is 
not satisfactery or conclusive under the 
most favorable conditions, and this season 
the report is particularly susceptible to crit- 
icism, The spring-like weather turned the 
attention of speculators from the low con- 
dition indicated to the possible improve- 
ment in the last two or three weeks. A 
number of prominent local speculators who 
have been away on trips througk the Ohio 
Valley, where the damage is supposed to be 
greatest, were back on the floor stating in 
unqualified terms that the outlook is good. 
They admit that the wheat has not made 
the usual growth and that it is a little thin 
on the ground, but attribute this all to the 
latenéss of the season. If the government 
condition had not been so much below the 
average of recent years at the same date 
the reaction might not have been so great. 
The condition, however, is so much below 
the average that there is a general inclina- 
tion to.explain it away on the theory of a 
backward spring. 
Heavy Argentine Shipments Reported. 

A weakening feature today was the an- 
nouncement that Argentine shipments for 
the week were 904,000 bu, against 688,000 bu 
the previous week and 2,216,000 bu the same 
week last year. The showing as compared 
with that of last season is light, but the in- 
crease over the previous week was a disap- 
pointment. For a country with an abnor- 
mally low exportable surplus the Argentine 
Republic is persistent in shipments, which 
have averaged 1,000,000 bu a week for weeks. 
A variance is shown in the estimates as to 
visible eupply, but it is not probable that 
any great decrease will be shown until Iake 
navigation opens. Seaboard stocks are so 
small that no great increase can be expected 
there, and the bulk of supplies to go for- 
ward is at Duluth and Chicago. - The ship- 
ments from Chicago are heavy from week to 
week, and last week were equivalent to 
482,000 bu. They are chiefly of winter 
wheat, and it is not to be expected that any 
great quantity of spring wheat will go out 
by rail so near the opening of navigation. 
Charters are being made every day for ves- 
sel room at Duluth, and so far about 9,000,- 
6000 bu of vessel room has been taken. It is 
expected that vessels will leave Chicago on 
Tuesday. The clearances from this country 
for the week, while somewhat larger than 
those of the previous week, were over a 
million bushels less than for the same week 
last year. This, however, is explained hy 
the shortage in seaboard supplies. The 
Northwestern markets had 434 cars, against 
477 the same day last week. Clearances yes- 
terday were moderate at 227,000 bu, against 
888,000 bu received at primary points. 


Local Cash Business Small. 
Local receipts were 11 cars, as against 


business as usual on Saturday was limited, 
but small lots of No. 2 red winter wheat 
were sold at 5c over. The volume of outside 
trade in the speculative market Was light, 
which was particularly disappointing, in 
view of the government estimate. The ele- 
vator people, and Armour especially, were 
credited with heavy selling of July. There 
is a clique of prominent speculators which is 
persistently bearish, and heavy selling was 
noted from that quarter. During the last 
hour the weakness was emphasized and 
liquidation was general. 

Coarse grain markets sympathized with 
wheat, but in addition were independently 
weak on the fine weather.

HE ‘recent exodus of Dunkards from 
Eastern States to North Dakota has 

been the greatest event in the emi- 
“gration line witnessed in Chicago in 
recerit years. Many trains of colonists from 
the East have passed through this city to 
the great West, but never so many at one 


settled are Traill, Steele, Grand Forks, Nel- 
son, Ramsey, and Towner. So far the towns 
or communities more particularly favored 
by the church are Mayville, Clifford, Lari- 
more, Lakota, Cando, Devil's Lake, Fenn, 
Grand Harbor, and Church’s Ferry. These 
are already established. A score of addi- 
tional towns are to be settled by Dunkard 
colonists as fast as they become located. 
The present is the second exodus of 
Dunkards from the East to North Dakota 
in the last three years. They came from old- 
established colonies which have been send- 
ing out members to the West for half a cen- 
tury. Often children grow up, have fam- 
ilies of their Own, and leave the parent col- 
eny in swarms when the communities be- 
come too thickly populated. Such was the 
case in this instance. The fathers of large 
families have left their Eastern homes, 
where land is high, with a view to establish-

Object of the Exodus. 


The one great object of the exodus is the 
desire to possess more land, In North Da- 
kota there are several million acres of FoV 
ernment land open to settlement.

Before moving the family occupied leased 
land. 

The country to which the Dunkards have 
given their allegiance was formerly a great 
grazing country and a sportsman’s paradise. 
The buffalo and wild fowls have now given 
place to transplanted communities from all 
parts of Europe and America, and villages 
and farms are met with on all the broad 
prairies and in the valleys of the more 
mountainous regions. The hope of the emi- 
grant is to change his poor home in the 
East to a comfortable residence and big 
barns on his own possessions in the West. 
In thousands of cases he has been successful. 


Taking All Their Goods, 


A reporter for THE TRIBUNE accompanied 
the Dunkard trains as far as St. Paul witha 
view of ascertaining the objects, hopes. 
and fears of these people in going to the 
Northwest. Generally the brethren were 
uncommunicative, but the elders freely dis- 
cussed their plans. The freight cars con- 
tained the household goods, farm imple- 
ments, and live stock. In the coaches were 
families having sold out most of their goods, 
thinking it cheaper to pay cash for what 
will be needed in their new homes than to 
pay freight to transport the old. All the 
‘families were large, from infants a few 
weeks old up to aged grandmothers and 
grandfethe:s.. Well filled boxes and baskets 
of provisions were in every corner. The sup- 
plies of cake, pie, bread, meats, and fruits 
were sufficient to last for two weeks after 
getting into the new homes. Families of 
eight, ten, and twelve were frequently seen 
about a single lunch basket, and if the 
sleeping cars for women and ch as 
many as six little white-haired ¢ 
were put to sleep in a single bert...

Mme. Antoinette Sterling was one of the 
first American singers to gain distinction 
abroad, and though many have succeeded 
her none has secured a stronger hold upon 
the English public. After twenty years of 
absence Mme. Sterling has returned on a 
brief visit to America, arriving in Chicago 
in unprofessional capacity late in last week. 

Mme. Sterling was one of the first to in- 
troduce’ German lieder into America: 
the first to sing Schumann's Dichter liebe 
in concert in this country, awakening bitter 
criticism in New York in consequence: and 
the first to sing the contralto music in Bach’s 
Passion Music in Boston. It has been said 
that at least one-half of her professional 
appearanees have been made in the cause 
of charity—for churches, hospitals, and 
crippled soldiers. 3 

In speaking of the attachment of the En- 
glish for her Mme. Sterling attributed it 
largely to the fact that she sings songs for 
the words, and never sings words that do not 
in their sentiment appeal strongly to her. 
It was for her that such songs as The Lost 
Chord,” Home, Dearie, Home,” and The 
Little Wooden Shoon were tten. 

On the occasion of her first London ap- 
pearance, which took place Nov. 5, 1873, 
Mme. Sterling sang the Slumber Song 
from Bach’s Christmas Oratorio” and 
Hullah’s Three Fishers.” Her success 
was immediate. The latter song always re- 
mained one of the chief favorites in her 
repertory, and Charles Kingsley declared 
that he had never fully realized the pathas 
of the words until he heard her sing them. 
Engagement succeeded engagement and the 
years increased, allowing only one oppor- 
tunity to return. 

In speaking of the matter of absence Mme. 
Sterling says that she always felt the oppor- 
tunity of return must come, but of itself 
and without her seeking. She declares all 
the illusions of her home, which she has 
cherished, are fully strengthened now on 
her return, and one of these is that every 
American man is a knight. 

During her residence in England she has 
sung in the Philharmonic concerts, Albert 
Hall, Ballad concerts, and in the high- 
class concerts of established routine in 
London, and in the various regular musical 
festivals throughout Great Britain. 

Studying first in this country Mme, Ster- 
ling went to London and subsequently to 
Cologne, placing herself under the direction 
respectively of ‘Manuel Garcia and Mme. 
Marches!. The intention was that she should 
enter upe" rn oreratic eareer, and to this 
end she st:dice_ the chief contralto roles in 
the current repertory.

The mine is about 1 miles 
south of the Orinoco, and the unscrupulous 
Britisher, in running his proposed line 
of arbitration *’ so as to include it, also fore- 
shadows the intention to get control of this 
great river which carries the commerce of 
one-third of the continent, 

El Callao has in its day produced 20,000 
ounces of gold per month, and has paid 
the original stockholders, whd put in $2,500 
all told, upward of $35,000,000, four-fifths 
of which was paid out in clear dividends. 
Nearly all the stock is held in England, 
though most of the men who do the work are 
Californianse There are other very valuable 
mines in the same region, sfmilarly owned. 

“Some of the mines,“ says Mr. Curtis, 
“are within and some without the territory 
claimed by the English, but when a con- 
cession for a railroad was originally granted 
the British Minister at Caracas entered a 
protest on the ground that it was an in- 
fringement upon the rights of great Britain.

steadily and spreads above his head: but 
the Englishman’s short briarroot pipe has a 
powerful individuality of its own. Its sim- 
picity is Gothic, its solidity is of the stone 
age; he smokes it in the face of the higher 
civilization, and it is the badge of the con- 
queror. A man who asserts that he has a 
right to smoke a pipe anywhere practically 
asserts that he has a right to everything. 
And it will be admitted that Englishmen 
get a good deal.“ 

As might have been expected, Brook John- 
stone fell in love with Clare Bowring, and, 
while she really was in love with-him, she 
could not bring her mind to acknowledge it 
on account of Lady Fan.

A man is less 
than well equipped unless a woman’s hand 
has braced his equipment. Say what you 
will of bravery, courage, manly independ- 
ence. I tell you a man is only half a man 
until he loves a true, woman. 
There's a time for everything, and 
doing the right thing at a wrong time often 


, maybe fatal, for young men in col- 
fos 10 be more concerned about falling in 
love and getting married than pursuing 
faithfully their studies and preparing well 
for the sterner duties of life; but there is no 
denying there is one in the world who 
feels for a man who is sad, a keener pang 
than he feels for himself; there is one to 
whom reflected joy is better than that which 
comes direct; there is one who rejoices in 
another's honor more than in any which is 
one’s own”; there is one’ who will live and 
love and love on; there is one who loses all 
sense of self in devotion to another; there is 
one whose very weakness gives strength to 
the strong, whose tenderness makes others 
bold, whose timidity imparts courage; 
whose soft voice and trembling heart make 
ruder natures reverent; need I tell you, son 
of your mother, her name is woman! 

She is man’s helpmeet, indeed, when she 
is herself; not his repose only, but his joy; 
not his assistance alone, but existence also. 
O, what a shame that for any cause what- 
ever men should forget themselves and the 
respect they owe, to woman and by their 
powers reduce her to a level lower than 
this I-have described, a level every good 
woman may reach, a level designed for her 
by her maker.

Young gentlemen, be men, and admirers 
of women. Be true to your mothers, loyal 
to your sisters, faithful to your sweethearts, 
and manly in your conduct toward and treat- 
ment of any that bears the name of woman. 
Even to the erring woman be tender. Don’t 
despise her. Reserve your hatred for the 
villain who ruined her, or the villains who 
have sinced abused her. Speak not slight- 
ingly of those feminine dispositions that 
may appear to you weak, but would make 
you stronger did you but possess them. Let 
others say what they will, act as they will, 
you stand out like a man, and be tender and 
courteous and loyal and pure in all your re- 
lations with woman. Nothing next to the 
love of God, which ought to be the law of 
your life, is more important to the true 
development of your character and more 
conducive to your permanent success than 
your right estimate and devoted love of a 
pure, good woman. Most of, their faults 
women owe to men. For most of our virtues 
we men are indebted to women.
